1.  TWO  BOBECHES.  D.  3. 

White,  opaque  glass,  fluted,  with  scalloped  edges.  (2) 

2.  ROOKWOOD  BULB-SHAPE  POTTERY  VASE.  H.  8. 

A soft  yellow,  with  vine-ivy  leaves  indented  in  the  sides. 
Bulbous  shape,  with  long,  narrow  neck. 

3.  CYLINDRICAL  JAR.  H.  5%. 

Of  white  pottery,  evenly  molded.  Useful  as  a flower  pot. 

4.  PAIR  OF  WHITE  POTTERY  CYLINDRICAL  JARS.  H.  4%. 

Perfectly  molded,  with  hole  in  the  bottom.  Would  be  nice 
to  use  for  plants.  (2) 

5.  OLD  SATSUMA  PORCELAIN  COVERED  JAR.  H.  11. 

Cream  background,  encrusted  with  elaborate  paintings  of 
flying  birds,  reeds,  and  flowers,  and  delicate  gold  designs.  An 
owl  rests  on  the  cover,  on  a raised  branch  encircling  the  jar, 
which  is  supported  on  three  peg  feet.

H.  8. 

Wavy  and  circular  line  designs  in  black  painted  on  either 
side.  Loop  handles,  with  black  cord  attached.  Narrow,  short 
neck.  Cracked. 

24.  ZUNI  MELON  SHAPED  POTTERY  BOWL.  H.  4i/2. 

Orange  glaze,  painted  with  brown  scrolls.  The  mouth  is 
slightly  chipped.

Round  shape,  supposedly  a duck.  Feathers,  etc.,  are  painted 
in  black.

Red  glaze  pottery,  pear  shape,  with  slight  paneling.  Two 
thin  necks  joined  by  a loop  handle  at  the  mouth.  Good  con- 
dition. 

28.  DOUBLE-MOUTH  WATER  PITCHER.  H.  12. 

Black  glaze  pottery,  round  shape,  with  two  thin  necks 
joined  by  a loop  handle  at  the  mouth.  Chip  out  of  one  side.

Pear  shape,  6-inch  neck,  crudely  modelled,  with  flowers  and 
ducks  painted  in  red  on  a cream  background,  on  the  neck, 
and  two  bands  of  fine  lines  and  saw-edge  designs  on  the  body.

Navajo  blankets  are  peculiarly  attractive — they  are  unique 
among  Indian  products,  as  they  were  made  only  by  one  tribe  and 
have  characteristics  no  other  people  have  tried  to  imitate.  They 
attract  more  attention  than  any  other  article  of  Indian  Manufacture. 

Filled  with  symbolism ; rows  of  little  squares  mean  Indian 
villages;  zig-zag  means  lightning;  red  and  black  is  Father  and 
Mother,  black  is  again  the  south  and  blue  the  north;  it  has  been 
6aid  that  there  may  be  faults  in  weave  texture  or  pattern,  but  never 
really  a fault  in  blending  of  colors.  “The  Navajo  blankets  is  a 
GEM  OF  BARBARIC  WEAVING.”  EVERY  ONE  OF  THIS  SMALL  COLLECTION 

of  Mr.  Coffin,  who  was  a fellow  of  the  Royal  Geographical 

SOCIETY  AND  SECURED  THEM  YEARS  AGO,  IS  UNDOUBTEDLY  CENUINE 
AND  AUTHENTIC  INDIAN  WEAVING. 

44.  FRAME  AND  PARTIALLY  WOVEN  MINIATURE  NAVAJO 
BLANKET:  8 x 14. 

Small  wooden  weaving  frame,  twined  in  the  cord  of  the  un- 
finished end,  showing  the  warp  and  woof.  At  the  other  end 
is  a COMPLETED  red  Navajo  square,  with  black  triangles.  In- 
teresting example  showing  how  the  blankets  were  made. 

45.  RED  AND  NATURAL  STRIPED  NAVAJO  BLANKET.  50  x 32. 

Wide  white  stripes  alternating  with  bands  of  red,  pink, 
orange,  brown,  and  gray  stripes.  Beautiful,  soft,  rich  colon 
in  a thick,  regular  weave.

A red  field,  with  elaborate  “mountain  peaks”  and  zig-zag 
pattern,  in  lavender,  green,  black,  and  white.

53.  NAVAJO  MAT.  Bright  and  colorful.  22  x 15. 

Wide  orange  stripes  alternating  with  narrow  black,  white, 
and  red  stripes;  wool  tassels  at  the  four  corners. 

54.  NAVAJO  BLANKET,  OR  “SQUAW  DRESS.”  46  x 42. 

Two  wide  bands  of  gray  and  black  stripes  in  the  center, 
bordering  alternating  blue,  red,  and  black  stripes.  At  either 
end  are  bands  of  many  colored  diagonal  stripes,  then  a red 
field,  with  narrow  blue  and  lavender  stripes.

Natural  color,  with  red,  green,  and  brown  bands  in  decora- 
tive pattern.  The  end  is  unbound  and  gives  a brush-like 
effect.

Flat,  wide  head,  feather  and  wool  head-dress  (worn) ; flat 
body,  arms  folded  at  waist,  short  skirt,  leggings,  no  feet;  at- 
tached to  little  black  japanned  ash  tray.

Straw  color,  thickly  coiled  to  form  mat. 

124.  UTE  BEADED  PURSE.  2x4. 

White  held  with  design  in  lavender  and  two  shades  of  blue; 
porcupine  quill  handle  and  jingling  tin  “bells'’  forming 
fringe;  plain  leather  back,  nicely  worked. 

125.  INDIAN  ROUND  BEADED  PURSE.  D.  4. 

Design  in  white,  green,  black,  and  yellow;  tongue  that  haps 
over;  plain  leather  back. 

126.  HUAL-A-PAIS  BEADED  INDIAN  BONNET:  EACH  SIDE,  L. 

25.  W.  10. 

Each  side  is  heavily  beaded  in  tiny  crystal  beads  with  tri- 
angular, diamond,  and  cross  designs  in  bright  green,  red,  yel- 
low, and  blue  beads.

A strip  of  blue  and  yellow  beads  up  the  instep.  Short 
tongue. 

134.  PAIR  INDIAN  BEADED  MOCCASSINS.  L.  11. 

A crude  buff  colored  buckskin.  Narrow  border  of  fine  blue 
and  white  beads.  Green,  white,  and  yellow  beaded  strip  up 
the  front. 

135.  PAIR  INDIAN  BUCKSKIN  MOCCASINS.  L.  9. 

Natural  color;  short  toe  and  heel,  beaded  band  in  white, 
blue,  and  red. 

136.  UTE  BEADED  POUCH.  L.  4. 

Divided  into  two  small  sections;  beaded  design  on  front 
side  in  white,  pink,  and  blue;  fringe  of  pewter  “bells”;  short 
bone  strap. 
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137.  INDIAN  SOFT-DRESSED  BUCKSKIN  MONEY  BAG.  L.  8. 

Painted  in  stripes  of  red  and  green;  beaded  design  in  red, 
white  and  blue;  fringed  edge. 

138.  INDIAN  BEADED  BUCKSKIN  WAIST  BAG. 

Small  pouch  with  a long  pointed  10-inch  flap,  beaded  all 
orer  in  yellow,  blue  and  red;  two  strips  that  tie  around  waist, 
ending  in  beads,  fringe,  and  in  “arrow-head”  design  tips  with 
metal  clasps. 

139.  INDIAN  BUCKSKIN  PIPE  BAG.  L.  24.  W.  7. 

Made  of  undressed  buckskin  tinted  orange;  beaded  edge 
and  bands  down  the  sides  ending  in  nice  pointed  beaded  de- 
signs, predominating  colors  white  and  blue;  three  fringed  and 
beaded  points  at  end;  little  feather  decorations  in  white  bead 
rosettes,  with  metal  clasps  on  side. 

140.  PAIR  CREAM  COLOR  HEAVY  HIDE  MOCCASINS.  L.  9i/2. 

Fan  shaped  ribbing  on  the  toes  and  a narrow  band  of  white 

goat  fur  around  the  opening.  Double  bide  soles.  (2) 

141.  FINELY  BEADED  INDIAN  BELT.  L.  30. 

Formed  of  small  white  beads  with  lovely  diamond  and  leaf 
designs  in  gay  colors.  A single  row  of  red  bends  forms  a 
border. 

142.  MEDICINE  MAN  S BOTTLE  CASE.  H.  4.  L.  8. 

Four  early  glass  bottles  in  a boat  shaped  cloth  case  covered 
with  beads.  A wide  6x8  “flat”  fringe  of  colored  beads  hangs 
below  with  a bead  tassel;  top  of  one  bottle  is  broken. 

The  bottles  are  deserving  of  attention  being  undoubtedly 
VERY  EARLY  AMERICAN  GLASS. 

143.  DAKOTA  INDIAN  PIPE  BAG.  L.  33. 

Soft  dressed  leather,  worn,  with  blue  and  red  narrow  bead 
bands  and  Porcupine  quill  long  fringe;  ending  in  leather 
fringe. 

144.  INDIAN  BEADED  NECK  PIECE  ORNAMENT.  L.  24. 

Very  fine  beading  in  many  colors  in  a leaf  and  flower  pat- 
tern against  a field  of  tiny  white  beads.  The  ornament  is 
shaped  like  a conventional  bead  bag  or  small  apron  with  wide 
beaded  straps  and  silk  tassel  fringe. 
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145.  INDIAN  HIGH  MOCCASINS. 

Lace  around  the  ankle,  with  lines  in  blue,  red,  and  green 
beads  around  the  foot  and  on  the  instep.  (2) 

146.  IROQUOIS  INDIANS:  N.  Y.  State.  L.  14. 

Pair  of  old  leather  leggings,  embroidered  in  porcupine  quills 
in  a beautiful  design  in  red,  green  and  ivory,  of  arrow  and 
flower  motif. 

Very  old. 

147.  CENTRAL  AMERICAN  INDIAN  BEADED  COD  PIECE  OR 
APRON.  28  x 25. 

An  elaborate  ceremonial  dress  of  colored  beads  and  shells 
with  a leather  fringe  (12  ins.  wide).  The  heads  are  worked 
into  an  eyelet  design  in  green,  red,  while,  and  blue,  with  al- 
ternating rows  of  shells  and  a shell  fringe  ending  tiny  strands 
of  black  and  white  beads.

Brass  links  with  a succession  of  two  pendant  brass  discs 
separated  by  a glass  bead,  usually  blue;  crudely  formed  star 
and  crescent  from  which  hang  discs  and  beads,  discs  stamped 
with  sailing  ship  and  name  of  German  maker.

Etched  with  well-drawn  beaver,  rabbits,  reindeer,  eskimo 
in  a cayak,  etc.;  holes  for  cribbage  scoring;  and  pointers  in- 
side. 

152.  LONG  IVORY  TUSK  MARKED  FOR  CRIBBAGE.  L.  18. 

Etched  with  scenes  of  dog  train-sleds,  deer,  swans,  Eski- 

inaux,  etc. 

153.  ETCHED  IVORY  TUSK.  L.  9. 

Nicely  etched  whaling  scene  on  one  side;  eagle  and  scroll 
with  “Polar  Star5’  on  the  other. 
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154.  WALRUS  TUSK  CARVED  DUCK  USED  AS  SINKER.  L.  3. 

Stained  brown.  Nice  primitive  carving;  webbed  feet  drawn 
close  to  sides. 

155.  ELABORATELY  CARVED  WOODEN  ALASKAN  WITCH 
RATTLE.  L.  12  y2. 

Totem  of  ruling  tribal  medicine  man.  Stained  brown 
and  painted  black  and  red;  various  grotesque  heads  and  fig- 
ures. Very  old,  dating  back  to  1800. 

156.  ALASKAN  BOAT  SHAPED  SPOON.  L.  9. 

Wooden,  painted  with  native  decorations  in  black  and  red. 

157.  PAIR  TRIANGULAR  SNOW  SHOES.  L.  45,  W.  13. 

Strong,  heavy  cat-gut  lacings.  Pair  of  heavy  leather  ankle 
braces.  Good  condition.  (4) 

158.  PAIR  OF  INDIAN  SNOWSHOES.  L.  45,  W.  11. 

Dark  wood  frames,  very  fine  leather  lacings,  edges  orna- 
mented with  green  and  white  beads.  Extremely  light  in  weight. 
Fine  condition. 

159.  ESKIMAUX  COSTUME. 

Reindeer  fur  hooded  coat,  boots;  and  chaps  (of  hide.) 
Trimmed  with  wide  and  narrow  hands  of  brown,  white  and 
red  leather,  cut  in  small  strips  and  laid  down  in  alternate 
colors.  Moths  have  cut  the  fur.  (5  pcs.) 

160.  REINDEER  FUR  SUIT.

Oval  gourd  with  rope  silver  bands  as  decoration;  silver  tri- 
pod base  with  scroll  feet.  Navajo  workmanship  of  the  high- 
est order. 
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164.  INDIAN  BUCKSKIN  HUNTING  BAG.  15  x 20. 

Pouch  shape;  decorated  with  narrow  panels  of  red  porcu- 
pine quills.  Flap  top  and  sides  have  alternate  green  and 
white  1 x 3-inch  beaded  squares  with  centre  decorations  of 
blue  and  red  beads.  Fringe  of  red  horsehair  and  metal

A leather  fringe  grad- 
uating from  9 to  2 inches  in  width  forms  the  border.  Original 
lining  and  wide  arm-straps.  Fine  condition. 

169.  INDIAN  BASKET.  H.  6. 

As  a round  tea  kettle  with  lid;  of  a coarse  straw,  with  pink 
and  brown  cloth  woven  in  as  decoration.  Loop  handle. 

170.  TWO  SMALL  WOVEN  BASKETS,  GOURD,  ETC. 

One  with  birch  bark  base;  one  with  handle;  one  tiny  bag 
made  of  berries.  (4) 

171.  THREE  BIRCH  BARK  CANOES  AND  CHILD’S  MOCCASINS. 

Longest  canoe  measures  5 ins.  Moccasins  are  white  canvas 
embroidered  in  lavender,  with  rope  soles.
